4. The provisional rejection of claim 3 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over the combined limitations of claims 1-4, 20-42, 44, 
45, and 47 of copending Application No. 1 1/991,785 (US 2009/0261298) has been rendered 
moot by the cancellation of this claim.
